The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art made of record fails to teach/show compression-attributable- 
cylinder-interior-gas-state-quantity-change- amount estimation means for estimating the 
amount of a change in the state quantity of the cylinder interior gas attributable to 
compression of the cylinder interior gas; and cool-flame-heat-generation-quantity 
estimation means for estimating a cool-flame-heat-generation-quantity-corresponding 
value, which is a value corresponding to a heat generation quantity of a cool flame 
generated prior to autoignition of the premixed gas mixture, wherein -the premixed-gas- 
mixture-autoignition-start-time estimation means estimates the time at which the 
premixed gas mixture starts autoignition, on the basis of at least the acquired cylinder 
interior gas state quantity at the time of start of compression, the estimated 
compression-attributable interior gas state quantity change amount, and the estimated 
cool-flame-heat-generation-quantity-corresponding value.
